NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF 17 
THE CITY OF LITTLETON, COLORADO, THAT: 18

Section 1: There shall be and is hereby appropriated from and out of the general 20 
revenues derived from taxation in the City of Littleton, Colorado, and from franchises, licenses, 21 
fees, fines, grants, surplus and other sources of money or revenue including available fund balances 22 
of said City during the fiscal year commencing January 1, 2023, and the following sums of money 23 
are deemed necessary to satisfy the expenses and liabilities of said City for said fiscal year. The 24 
sum or sums of money so appropriated for the various funds of the City are: 25

Section 2: Budget provisos. No expenditures shall be made for the following 29 

as determined by the city council. 30

General Fund: 32 

• $50,000 to fund public opinion polling and public education to support 33 
potential ballot questions, shall not proceed until the council approved the 34 
scope and deliverables of the project(s). 35

Section 3: Severability.  If any part, section, subsection, sentence, clause or 37 

phrase of this ordinance is for any reason held to be invalid, such invalidity shall not affect the 38 
validity of the remaining sections of this ordinance.  The City Council hereby declares that it would 39 
have passed this ordinance, including each part, section, subsection, sentence, clause or phrase 40 
hereof, irrespective of the fact that one or more parts, sections, subsections, sentences, clauses or 41 
phrases may be declared invalid. 42

Section 4: Repealer.  All ordinances or resolutions, or parts thereof, in conflict 44 
with this ordinance are hereby repealed, provided that this repealer shall not repeal the repealer 45 
clauses of such ordinance nor revive any ordinance thereby. 46
